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1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
Jan. 17, 2002 has been entered. 



2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a 
judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy 
reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by 
a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple 
assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. 
Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 
(CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970) ;and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 
(CCPA 1969) . 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.321© may be used to overcome an actual or provisional 
rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be 
commonly owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b).

3. Claims 2-21 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting over claims 8-11,17,19-21,25,29-32 
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of U. S. Patent No. 5,752,011, claims 21-25 of U. S. Patent 
No. 5,974,557, and claims 46-54 of U. S. Patent No. 6,216,235 
since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right 
to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is 
fully disclosed in the patent and is covered by the patent since 
the patent and the application are claiming common subject 
matter, as follows: varying the clock frequency to a processor 
depending on the temperature and/or activity of the processor. 

Claims 22-33 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting over claims 1-4,11,13,15,17-19,32-47 
of U. S. Patent No. 5,974,557 and claims 1-45 of U. S. Patent 
No. 6,216,235 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly 
extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is 
fully disclosed in the patent and is covered by the patent since 
the patent and the application are claiming common subject 
matter, as follows: varying fan speed in a computer depending on 
the activity and/or temperature of the processor. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was 
prevented from presenting claims corresponding to those of the 
instant application during prosecution of the application which 
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matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

4. Claims 23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

These claims are incomplete. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of 
section 371© of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent. 

6. Claims 1-14, 17-21, and 28-33 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Pippin (5,838,578). 

This reference teaches a computer comprising a clock (Fig. 9 
elements 930, 945) , processor 905, temperature sensor 110, and 
fan 955 wherein the frequency of the clock and/or speed of a fan 
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varies with the temperature of the processor (column 2 lines 31-60) . 

7. This is a continuation of applicant's earlier Application 
Nos. 09/351,051, 08/914,299, and 08/262,754. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application 
and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art of 
record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even 
though it is a first action in this case. See MPEP § 706.07(b). 
Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a).
